CONFORMANCE  WITH  WARTIME  INFORMATION  POLICIES 

The  Bureau  is  in  receipt  of  several  communications  from  Government  agencies 
dealing  with  wartime  information  policies  that  concern  employees  both  in  Wash- 
ington and  the  field.  The  communications  are  from  Stephen  Early,  Secretary  to 
the  President;  Elmer  Davis,  Director,  Office  of  War  Information;  and  Morse 
Salisbury,  Director  of  Information  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  basic 
purpose  of  the  information  is  to  provide  for  the  continuance  of  cooperative  rela- 
tions between  Government  agencies  on  the  one  hand  and  the  press  and  radio 
facilities  on  the  other,  in  a  manner  that  will  strengthen  this  country's  war  effort 
and  not  aid  the  enemy. 

The  substance  of  the  various  memoranda,  so  far  as  employees  of  the  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry  are  concerned,  is  briefly  as  follows:  Employees  should  be  un- 
usually careful  in  the  distriVjution  of  all  types  of  information  whether  given  verbally 
or  in  any  kind  of  written  form.  They  should  inform  themselves  fully  on  matters 
concerning  which  they  furnish  information  and  preferably  discuss  subjects  within 
their  own  field  of  activity  or  scope  of  their  technical  knowledge.  No  informa- 
tion, aside  from  that  previously  published,  should  be  given  concerning  the  import 
or  export  of  commodities  or  the  inspection  of  commodities  intended  for  import 
or  export.  Statements  involving  interpretations  of  factual  data  should  prefer- 
ably be  referred  to  the  Washington  office  for  approval  prior  to  their  issuance  either 
in  written  or  interview  form.  For  instance,  the  production  and  current  use  of 
large  quantities  of  anti-hog-cholera  serum  do  not  necessarily  imply  an  increase  in 
hog-cholera  outbreaks.  Such  use  may  be  merely  the  result  of  increased  numbers 
of  hogs  and  increased  value  per  head.  Also,  an  oflficial  request  for  a  specified 
step-up  in  production  does  not  mean  maximum  production.  Thus,  as  represen- 
tatives of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  employees  should  be  especially  careful 
in  making  statements  likely  to  affect  food  programs  or  farm  practices.  The  dis- 
tribution of  factual  information  is,  in  general,  safer  and  more  advisable  than  ven- 
turing personal  opinions  on  matters  involving  economic  or  military  problems. 

The  various  communications  received  from  the  agencies  previously  mentioned 
provide  for  an  orderly  system  of  official  review  of  various  types  of  information 
relating  directly  or  indirectly  to  the  war  and  to  the  activities  of  the  Department 
that  are  geared  closely  with  the  Nation's  war  effort.  When  circumstances  make 
it  desirable  for  Bureau  employees  to  write  or  speak  publicly  on  subjects  relating 
to  the  work  of  other  branches  of  the  Government  or  to  the  war,  the  manuscript 
should  be  submitted  to  the  Washington  office  for  approval  at  least  10  days  before- 
hand. To  expedite  official  clearance  of  this  class  of  material,  two  extra  carbon 
copies  should  accompany  the  original  manuscript.     No  changes  are  involved  in 
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the  procedures  of  submitting  scientific  material  relating  closely  to  Bureau  work. 
The  purpose  of  this  notice  is  to  acquaint  employees  with  the  situation  outlined 
and  to  request  full  cooperation  and  compliance. 

REVISED  EDITIONS  OF  BOOKS,  DISEASES  OF  CATTLE  AND  DISEASES 

OF  THE  HORSE 

Early  in  October  of  this  year  revised  editions  of  the  two  volumes,  Diseases  of 
Cattle  and  Diseases  of  the  Horse,  will  be  issued  by  the  Government  Printing 
Office.  Although  the  revisions  of  the  books  were  prepared  in  \he  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry,  the  volumes  have  been  issued  as  Congressional  documents  by 
direction  of  Congress  and  allotted  to  Congressmen  and  Senators  for  distribution. 
The  Bureau  has  purchased  a  small  number  of  copies  that  will  be  distributed 
among  offices,  whose  work  relates  to  horse  or  cattle  diseases,  in  Washington  and 
the  field. 

Aside  from  these  office  copies,  to  be  used  for  reference,  the  Bureau  will  have 
none  of  the  books  for  distribution.  Accordingly,  employees  should  advise  persons 
making  inquiries  concerning  these  books  that  the  supply  for  free  distribution 
has  been  allotted  to  members  of  Congress,  and  that  the  books  are  for  sale  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Office.  The  price  of  each 
book,  is  $1.75.
